If the land can be watered, seed may be sown up to the end of April. In eastern 
gardens sow in Spring as soon as the ground is workable. Rake the seed lightly into 
ground which has been dug or plowed and then smoothed over.

The seed of these wild flowers of other countries has been collected from self- 
sows in a neglected garden. With the coming of rain, scatter the seed where the 
plants are to grow. In order to become established stands they may need some 
water the first summer.
